Reasons for Allowance 

1. Claims 3-10, 13-23, 25, 27, 28 and 35-47 are allowed. 

2. Regarding claims 21 , 22, 23, and 25, it is noted that the closest prior art of 
record, Kamai et al. (US Patent 5,864,812) does not teach adding limitation information 
for inhibiting execution of predetermined processes to a select speech segment of the 
plurality of speech segments. Thus, independent claims 21 , 22, 23 and 25 are 
allowable over the prior art of record because the cited prior art alone or in combination, 
does not fairly suggest or disclose the claimed combination of features. 



3. Regarding claims 27, 28, 35 and 36, it is noted that the closest prior art of record, 
Kamai et al. (US Patent 5,864,812) does not teach that the prosody control step inhibits 
the execution of the predetermined processes for a speech segment based on the 
limitation information corresponding to the speech waveform. Thus, independent claims 
27, 28, 35 and 36 are allowable over the prior art of record because the cited prior art 
alone or in combination, does not fairly suggest or disclose the claimed combination of 
features.
